SPRINGFIELD, III., May 19.— Nearly all of the 
morning session of the Illinois House of Represent- 
atives was spent in the discussion of & motion 
made by Mr. Linegar that the journal be corrected 
so as to show that ‘two bills which he introduced 
were made a special order for next Thursday. The 
Speaker had ordered the omission of the special 
order, because there was no quorum in the House 
on Saturday when it was made. Baker accused 
Haines of acting arbitrarily, The Republicans, in 
the main, stood by the Speakerand he was sus- 
tained by a vote of 80 to 51. The remainder of the 
morning seas ion, up to the time for the joint as- 
sembly, was devoted to.a discussion of the question 
of paying employes and directing the Speaker to 
sign the pay rolls. 

THE JOINT SESSION. 

When the two Houses assembled in joint session, 
the interest was intense. Political lobbyists and 
spectators crowded the galleries and the floor of 
the House to the utmost capacity. Every Senator 
responded Here“ to the call of the roll. Hilon 
A, Parker was the only member of the House ab- 
sent. He respondend on the call for absentees. and 
enthusiastic applause from both sides greeted the 
announcement that 204 members were present. 

The Speaker read a set of rules, of his own prep- 
aration governing the call of the rolls, which pro- 
vided that the names of absentees sball be called 
but once, and that any member who did not re- 
spond should have the right to vote at any time 
previous to the announcemeut of the result, and to 
change his vote at any time before the announce- 
ment, The rules were accepted by both sides. 

VOTED SOLIDLY FOR LOGAN. 
On the first call of the Senate roll every Repub- 
lican Senator voted for Logan. Ruger's vote caused 
a terrific outburst of applause from the Republican 
side. The Democrats did not vote. The Speaker 
announced that demonstrations would not be per- 


mitted. 
SITTIG’S VOTE. 


The wild yells and cheers which followed Sittig's 
vote for Logan lasted several minutes. Members 
mounted their seats and desks and threw books. 
papers, flowers and hats into the air and howled 
themselves hoarse. The Democrats had cast no 
votes before the announcement of the result. 

THE DEMOCRATS VOTE FOR TREE. 

The Republicans voluntarily waived the enforce- 
ment of the rule providing against a second call of 
the abséntses, and the Democrats began voting 
solidly for Tree. 

The Republican managers were exceedingly 
cautious and fearful that some one of there num- 
ber would change and defeat Logan's election. 
SITTIG S$ EXPLANATION. 
When Sittig's name was called on the House roll 
there was no response, and the Democratic steer- 
ing committee with difficulty restrained the ap- 
plause which started involuntarily. On the call of 
the absentees, Sittig asked permission to explain 
his vote, which he said he did with great reluc' ance. 
He read a lengthy address reviewiug his previous 
position and the causes which led him to take it. 
SITTIG VOTES FOR LOGAN. 

Sittig claimed that the pairing of his vote with 
the deceased, Shaw, opened the way for progress 
on both sides, and intimated that if he had not 
done what he did a Republican would not have 
been elected to succeed Shaw. He bitterly re- 
proached those who abused and insulted him and 
his family for pairing with Shaw, and said he was 
opposed to the political methods of Logan. He con- 
cluded by voting for Logan, which elected him. 

THE CHANGES IN THE VOTING. 

The suspense in which Sittig kept the Republicans 
and others, was kept up by che knowledge that the 
Democrats had prepared to play a smooth game on 
them by changing to Farwell. They feared thai a 
full Democratic vote for Farwell would catch more 
than one Republican. The change began as antici- 
pated, and a few had been made by the Democrats 
when Barry created a scene of pandemonium by 
changing from Tree to Logan, The excitement wag 
intense. 

® GREAT CONFUSION. 

Amid the confusion it became evident that the 
two sides were laboring under a terrible strain, and 
that a very little spark would precipitate trouble. 
This became evident when the Speaker insisted 
that members should walk up to the Clerk's desk 
and vote. This brought forth flerce expressions 
from the Republicans and proceedings were sus- 
pended to allow order to be restored. 

Craft demanded the speaker's attention to Bar- 
ry’s request to be recognized, and Harry obtained 
the floor again. He said: I want to see everything 
done fairly and regularly. and I wish now to change 
my vote trom Logan to Lambart Tres, but I don't 
propose to help elect any other Republican. Be- 
fore 1 do that I will change my vote again to 
Logan.” The changing proceeded. 

DEMOCRATS VOTING FOR FARWELL. 

Dr. Mimam made an explanation of his change 
from a Democrat to a Republican, saying that it 
ground him terribly, but he said the fight has al- 
ready been lost to the Democrats, and he changed 
to Farwell.

WASHINO TON, May 19.—Senator Joseph Blackburn 
ntends to leave for home next Wednesday. Eter 
since his interview with the President last week, 
Blackburn bas been in an uncertain mood. He 
went to the President with the distinct purpose of 


having a quarrel with him over the withdrawal of 
bis brother's appointment. The commission had 
been made and signed by Manning, when the Presi- 
dent stopped its being given to his brother. Black- 
burn was angry. If the President had been a hot- 
tempered or a hasty man there might have been 
quite a scene between him and the fiery-tempered 
Senator. The President gas so dignified and so cool 
that a scene was avoid Blackburn did say, bow- 
ever, when he went out, that he had no more favors 
to ask this Administrauon. To-day he emphasizes 
this declaration by addressing a letter to Secretary 
Bayard, asking him to strike his name off from 
every application for a place in the State Depart- 
ment, that he should not ask for favors there in the 
future, and, as a necessary consequence, he did not 
desire to have his name on the record. The fact of 
this letter being written soon became 
quite generally koown,, and it was said 
tnat Biackbur has written letters to 
other members of the Cabinet withdrawing 
ali bis applications for positions in their several de- 
partments. None of the other Cabinet officers 
knew anything about such letters, and Mr. Bayard 
refused to talk about his. His letter to-day seems 
to indicate a formal break with the Administration. 
This serious step is not indorsed by any of his 
associates from Kentucky. A weil known Ken- 
tuckian said: “Mr. Blackburn cannot afford to 
make an issue with the Presideut upon a question 
purely of patronage, much less can he aiford to 
make an issue upon the faiiure to appoint his 
brother. Ithink tnat the President was perfectly 
justified in withholding the commission from his 
brotuer. The people of Kentucky wul éspouse his 
cause. Mr. Blackburn will find tuat he will not be 
sustained at home. I regard this step as very 
foolish, The Senator's reset ment shows that he 
is lacking in good judgment." 


John J. O’Neil’s Successful Kiek.

An important opinion was delivered this morning 
by Judge Thompson of the Court of Appeals in the 
case of William Zuppann, assignee of Claus Albens,

The 
petition avers that Louisville’s trade languishes 
from the suppression of these games; that the 
profuse expenditures of 200 professional gam- 
blers cannot well be spared, and that country 
merchants visit a city to have a frolic as well 
to buy goods. It seems to us that a city must 
be hard up when she has to depend upon her 
gambling hells and other unlawful resorts as 
her principal trade attractions, But it may be 
that Louisville’s customers are peculiar.

his act. This is gambling pure and simple. 

And, aside from this aspect of Tontine, which dt 
rectly involves public morality, I have shown this 
peculiar vice about this particular form of gamb- 
ling, namely: that there is lost, not merely what 
one has paid to a company over and above the cost 
of his insurance up to the time bis policy lapses, 
but the paid-up insurance which that owr-pay ment 
ought to secure for his family at once if he cannot 
carry on the original insurance, and which such 
over-payment would secure, had he taken a policy 
framed upon the true principles of life insurance, 

THE THING GAMBLED FOR. 

He is not only gambling. but he is gambling with 
his family’s protection; ana the purpose of his 
gambiing is to win from other families the value of 
the protection they may be made to forfeit by 
lapse during the Tontine or semi-Tontine period, 
The profits of Tontine are forfeited reserves and 
surplus; the profits of semi-Tontine are partly for, 
feited reserves and wholly forfeited surplus; and 
both reserves and surpius ought, in ease of lapse, to 
give paid-up insurance tothe family or other de 
pendents for whose protection the insurance was 
originally taken. The profits of either form of 
Tontine are, therefore, the price of paid-up insur 
ance which ought to have gone to the families of 
those who had to lapse their policjes.

Gre In your issue of March 22 ult., in answering 
the statements and criticisms of Messers. Beers, 
Hyde, Alexander and McCurdy, I showed that the 
rontine principle in life insurance is absolute, un- 
qualified gambling, because it makes a man stand 
tolose by lapse that which need not be lost by 
Japse; that which lapse ought not to cause the loss 
of at all: it therefore makes him needlessly and of 
set purpose expose to the risk of loss that which 
need not and would not be at the risk of loss but for 
his act. This is gambling pure and simple, 

And, aside from this aspect of Tontine, which di- 
rectly involves public morality, I have shown this 
peculiar vice about this particular form of gamb- 
ling, namely: that there is lost, not merely what 
one has paid to a company over and above the cost 
of his insurance up to the time bis policy lapses, 
but the paid-up insurance which that over-payment 
ought to secure for his family atonce if he cannot 
carry on the original insurance, and which such 
over-payment would secure, had he taken a policy 
framed upon the true principles of life insurance, 

THE THING GAMBLED FOR. 

He is not only gambling, but he is gambling with 
his family’s protection; ana the purpose of his 
gambling is to win from other families the value of 
the protection they may be made to forfeit by 
lapse during the Tontine or semi-Tontine period. 
The profits of Tontine are forfeited reserves and 
surplus; the profits of semi-Tontine are partly for. 
feited reserves and wholly forfeited surplus; and 
both reserves and surplus ought, in ease of lapse, to 
give paid-up insurance tothe family or other de- 
pendents for whose protection the insurance was 
originally taken. The profits of either form of 
Tontine are, therefore, the price of paid-up insur- 
ance which ought to have gone to the families of 
those who had to lapse their policies. And the 
instant and constant protection of families is the 
one function, the one public utility of life insur- 
ance, the only thing that cannot be done better and 
more cheaply some other way. 

The only reply to this analysis that I have seen 
is by way of renewed attack upon the Connecticut 
Mutual and myself. 

The phase of Tontine which I have hitherto dis- 
cussed has been its effect upon the individual fam- 
ily, which loses its needed protection to fatten the 
Tontine pool.

Resolved, That we organize asa Coal Exchange 
for the purpose of establishing and maintaining 
prices for coal in East St. Louis, excepting. how- 
ever, the prices for Government, city or railroad 
contracts; and for maintaining the price of coal at 
East St. Louis at 5% cents at wholesale and at 7 
cents on cars at St. Louis, we hereby agree to de- 
posit $100 for each mine as a forfeiture for any 
violation or cutting of pri this deposit and for- 
feiture being only intended until other rules and 
regulations shall have been adopted. 

lved further, That each hand-mine owner or 
machine-mine owner be permitted to pay 
such price to his employes as he may deem proper. 

A further amendment indorsed this action of the 


operators at East St. Louis, and fixed the price of 


coal in that town at 6 cents, which was voted upon 
and lost, 82 to 29, so that the East St. Louis action 
was not indorsed. A debate followed on the pool 
scheme, during which Mr. Crandall descri the 
meeting as a farce and bowed himself out, followed 
by Donk, and eventually by others of the machine- 
mine owners. The meeting subsequently was much 
more harmonious and came together upon 
AN AGREEMENT 
wil have a most impor- 
bearing upon the coal supply 
of St. Louis if it is kept up. This agreement pro- 
vides for a pool of ail the coal mines which can be 
induced to join it. Each member is to receive an 
allot ment of a certain percentage of the whole coal 
supply covered by the railroad pool. This allot- 
ment shall be the basis of the member's share in 
the new association. All the necessary l officers 
are provided for. After the organization of the 
pool no member shall take any new contraets, but 
shall ship al! coal to the association. Existing con- 
tracts may be filled out at the risk of the member 
holding the contract, and is to be deducted from 
his quota of coal to be furnished. The coal is to be 
sold at such price and in such manner as 
the board of directors of the may determine. 
The proceeds are to be divided in proportion to the 
amount of the coal furnished, the money to be 
divided as fast as it is realized, and each member 
to be liable for his share of bad debts that may be 
made.
